The Senate has passed a bankrupt law
by & decided majority, and seems to be
greatly improssed with the necessity of
such & measure. We have never been
able to thoroughly appreciate the great
benelit of bankrupt laws. Certainly our
experirnoe with themi has not been
. We have found them to be
costly and dilatory methods of distribu-
ting insolvent estates. They are very
nice things for the debto.s,to whom their
oost I8 & matter of Indiffererce, and Lo
their offivers, to whom it Is a matter of
gongratulation ; but for the creditor,
who bears the cost and the loss and who
should havesome of Lhe benelit, the law
works badly.

The iden, as we understand It, ls that
when & man is insolvent his estate should
be ylelded up for distributionamong his
ereditors, to the end that they may have
what Is really theirs and that he may be
released from his debt and his custody
of his oreditors’ property. The theory
Is good enough, but the practice is not
#0 good, The honest debtor (s unfairly
harrassed with threats of bankruptey
proceedings, and the dishonest one un.
fairly imposes them upon his ered-
Itors, giving them the husks of his prop
erty while he travels off with plenty of
cash in his pocket.

The new law does not seem Lo be any
improvement on those we have tried and
found wanting, and been glad to get rid
of, Ifit ever becomes @ law there will
hardly be a mun in the country who can
not be thrown into bankruptey, since
anyone who fails to pay a debt for thirty
days after it 18 due, commits an act of
bankruptey. The people who never have
debls thirty days over due are A very
small number indeed. The most punctual
* business maun is liable to have a suspend

ed or overlooked account; and with
hungry bankruptey officers on  the look
out fur business he may any day wake
up to flnd himself in bankruptey, with
©wis to pay Lo get out,

There are plenty of things for Congress
to cousider at this session that are of
fmportance to the country. The Senate
can find better work to do than to bother
over i bankrupt law, as the lHouse can
employ itsell more profitaby than in de
